A large fish basket -was hung over 
he stem to keep the sea from breaking 
aboard. All the fog had cleared »way 
n Aug. 89, and not a sail could be seen 
on the vast sweep of water until about 
dusk oa the Slat. A large British 
iteamer, with a black aud rtd funnel, 
Mssed bound west. Ange and Marie 
cried lustily for help. They shouted, 
rayed their hands and raited their oars. 
They could see people on the steamer 
ooking over the rail at them. The big 
wat kept oa its way, and no notice was 
paid to'the signals of distress from the 
dorv. 


Ou tha 3d of September another west- 


Krand steamer with a funnel painted 
black; blue and yellow; passed by in the 
morning. A third boat with the-same 
style funnel went by in the afternoon1 
and a fourth iu .the night of tho same 
lay. Ange says all four vessels saw 
iheir signal for help and ignored them. 


A bark passed the castaways in the 


dory on the morning of S«pt. 4, in easy 
ranee of them, but took no notice. 
. Up to the 4th inst. hunger had not as- 
sailed them. They hod vitality enough 
to withstand the privation of food for a 
nore extended period if necessary, but 
jhirct began to assume the mastery. 
Marie lost control of himself. He dished 
ip salt water in a foghorn and drank 
that. Again and again he drank, Ange 
endeavoring to dissuade him, but he 
•ays his friend turned on him like a 
xuarliiig dog. 


The salt water made Marie delirious. 


Be waved his arms aud Bang and 
lar.ghed demoniacally. 'Several times 
lie tried to jump overboard, but Ange 
restrained him. Marie finally grew 
comatose and reposed in the bottom oi 
the dory. Ange was himself «o far 
gone at this timo that he does not know 
what prevented him from following 
the action of Marie aud drinking salt 
water. 


On Sept. 5 both men were lighthead- 
ed aud suffering terribly*- It was in 
that condition tljat the steamer Ger 
mond rescued them in the afternoon 
Neither men con speak a word of En 
glUh.

AGAIN. . 


XUM CMC Be*ntaed Befoya Judge Wood* at

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—The case of the 


government against Eugene V. Debs 
and the other officers and directors of 
the American Railway union for con- 
tempt of court in violating the Woods- 
Grosscup injunction; postponed from 
Bept. 14 in order to allow counsel to 
prepare arguments, the evidence being 
all in, was resumed yesterday before 
.Judge Woods. 


There will be three speeches on behalf 


of the government aud two of the Atch- 


, Topeka nud Santa Fa road against 
the defendants,'and there will be three 
b^ counsel for the defense. -Assistant 
District Attorney Milchrist opened the 
argument for the government. He sai .1 
he merely intended to outline the case 
to the court and not to make a formal 
plea. He claimed that the injunction 
had been repeatedly violated by ex-em- 
ployes of the railroads acting under or- 
ders of Doha and other officers of the 
American Railway union. Mr. MU- 
christ asserted that most of the violence 
done during the strike and the loss of 
life which resulted should justly be laid 
at the door of these sams officials. ' 


"These defendants claimed to 
be 


sorely distressed at th-B straits of the 
Pullman people," said Mr. Milchriat, 
"but later on they took on entirely 
different vilew of the matter in their 
communication to the general man- 
agers, in which they offered to end tho 
strike without any reference whatever 
to the plight of the Pullmau employes. 
They were willing at that tune to leave 
the Pullman situation out of the cmes- 
iu order to gain their own ends." 


Daring the epeeoh of Mr. Milchrist 


he referred to the telegraphic corre- 
spondence btitweeu tho American Rail- 
way union officials and J.. N. Seale, 
superintendent of the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad campyjiy, in which the latter 
asked that the boycott against his roud 
be declared off for the reason that the 
company ran no Pullmans, which re- 
quest was granted by Debs. Mr. Mil- 
chrisf: contended that it showed conclu- 
iively that Debs exercised control over 
the boycott. Ho road telegrams sent by 
Debs urging the men toTrt&nd firm.

Prominent Railroad Man Foully 


Murdered. 


SHOT DOWN ON THE STREET. 


Robbery Probably tlio Motive For the 


Crjme but Still tho Felice Are Baffled 
For a Ciewr-Anblher Strike Imminent 
on the .Hookingf Valley Railroad—Other 
Ohio State Dispatcher. 
CLEVELAKD, Sept. 26,—A 
horrible 


murder, shrouded in mystery, was com- 
mitted in the very heartof the city some 
timo during Monday night, and the po- 
lice are completely baffled for lack of a 
clew. James B. Caven, general freight 
agent of the Valley railroad (Baltimore 
ind Ohio), was shot and killed by some 
unknown assassin. Five bullets pierced 
his ciody and he foil weltering in his 
blood. When picked up shprtfy after 
he was stone dead. Parties living near 
the sceue of the murder heard the shots 
and a woman's scream. No one was 
found near the iody and the police so 
far have been unable to. secure the 
slightest clew. 
Mr. Caven was a widower about 60 
years old and resided with a daughter 
on Kenuord street. He was a man. of 
exemplary habits so far as known. 


The coroner decided that robbery was 
the motive for the rnurder, as every- 
thing of value had been taken from tho 
dead man's pocket. 


Tho murder occurred in an alley in 


the rear of the Clement building, near 
the corner of Bond and Superior streets, 
not more than 300 feet from the Hollen- 
den hotel. 


A party of prominent "Baltimore anrl 


Ohio officials are in the city inspecting 
the Baltimore and Ohio property. Mr. 
Caven announced when he left home in 
this evening that he was going to tha 
HoUenclen hotel to attend a conference 
of tho visiting officials. He was last 
seen at this meeting, leaving there 
about 30 o'clock. 
The postmortem showed that any one 


of the live wounds would hove proved 
fatal, and this is accepted as evidence 
that the shooting was not done by a 
robber. The police have come to the 
conclusion that the man was killed 
where the body was found, aud there is 
no evidence that a struggle preceded the 
shooting.

A Queer Copper Mine. 


"There are roan? kirj.da of mines and 


numerous inventions for saving pre- 
cious motuls, " said Professor L. E. 
Waring of Omabu, "but the strangest 
one I evor heard of is at Bntte, Mon. 
When mines were first diooovered in 
that local ify. it tviis found that the wa- 
ter ooutar.ued in tha fissurea was BO 
•trongly impregnated with copper in eo- 
lation that txx)ls of all kinds were quick- 
ly destroyed by tbe affinity of the copper 
for the iron. For a long time the water 
pumped out ot the mine went to waste, 
as no .method was known of extracting 
the copper from it. Aftar awhilo a diB 
covery wae made that la being used to 
good advantage Borne tin cans found 
their way into the small stream. In a 
short time it was noticed that they had 
every appearance Of being mode of pure 
copper, BO tincicly -were they covered 
with that metal. In noting this fact, 
one man reaolypd to try an experiment. 
He immediately purchased the exclusive 
right to tbe water. Than he put m a 
genes of reservoirs and tanks along the 
little gaily where the water ran. These 
lie filled with all the old metal to be 
had in the town, including old barrel 
hoops 
At >lio end of tux months he 


found that the old junk wa« totally de- 
•troyed, and in its place was a sedi- 
mentary deposit in the bottom of the 
reservoirs which was SO per oeul oop- 
per. " — St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Then often gold 
and silver (aa purchased outright by 
tiha peuuywoigbt or ounce, and in one 
way or another a large amount of ^ the 
precious metals is aconmnlated. To 
turn old style goods into ready cash Is 
tha problem that confronts the loan 
broker. Bankrupt stocks of new designs 
and fresh goods fill the cases, in the 
counters and show windows, and the 
old'ihaterial goes into new golden aaglaa, 
with TJuole Sam's stamp upon them. 


Oh the floor of tho haok 'room, reaols- 


•d after setting half a dozen eleotrio 
alarms (joing and the pressing of nu- 
merous buttons, was a peculiar contriv- 
ance looking like a 6 inch tile stood 
on end, with a brass barrel oovered with 
pipes by its side. A copper pan, some 
iron tools and some bowls that- looked 
like common flowerpots lay on the floor. 


"This* copper barrel," said the pro- 


prietor, "is filled with naphtha. Toes* 
pipes" lead to this tile or furnace. Thi* 
handle here ia for the forcing of air be- 
hind the naphtha so it will make a 
•troug blast. These pots are ornoibla*. 
Into the furnace we plsioo the crucible; 
Into the crucible goes the gold. Hot, 
isn't it? So hot that we are compelled 
to wear colored glasses to see what'i 
going on. But that's nothing to the way 
tho thing, is done in-X7nole Sam's fur- 
naces. Now, here goes to fill the cruci- 
ble." 


Into the stone jar went gold watch 


cases and chains with family histories, 
crests and initials, souvenir spoons and 
breastpins of forgotten dates, rings that 
oonld have spoken of wedding belli and 
birthdays in 
tho long ago, golden 


charms, soarfpiiis with the jewels re- 
moved aud odds and ends collected in a 
week's trade. The estimated value of 
the hatful of iitook was $1,000 in pure 
gold. Into tho melting collection went a 
lot of borax This was to make the gold 
flow when suffioinntly melted. .There 
was no .smoke, nothing bnt a sickly 
iimell of naphtha, the noise of the blast 
and the glittering whiteness of the orn- 
niblo. 


To get a closer look at the melting 


.gold a pair of green eyeglasses was fur- 
nished. As'the broker stirred tho con- 
tent* of the crucible with an iron poker 
black bubbles would como to the top and 
pieces of ooareer me(al would be seen 
struggling to (he surface only to sink 
back into the yellow gold j»ow turn- 
ed to fluid. The broker lifted the crnoi- 
ble out of the furnace and poured ita 
white hot contents into an iron mold. 
The mold rested in a pan of water. All 
the gold settled into the mold, and th« 
borax, taming black as it hit the water, 
staid ou top. Iu a few minutes tha 
borax wan knocked off -and cat fell * 
bar of gold weighing several pounds, 
eight inches long and probably three- 
fourths of an inch square. After clean- 
ing the bar was laid aside for shipment 
to the treasury. 


"We do this once a week," laid the 


proprietor aa he shut off the valve to tha 
naphtha barrel. ' 'From here the bats go 
to Washington by express. Befora ita' 
value is returned wu will pay out near- 
ly $4 on (1,000. At Undo Bom's work* 
the bar will be remelted by a flerosr 
heat Then tlie melted mass will b« 
poured into water, where it will form 
into shot or pellets of gold and silver 
and copper. These pellets are then plac- 
ed in acid and the different metals sep- 
arated. No, you can't fool the govern- 
ment for a minute. 
Science does tha 


work in good.shape. After this prooaan 
the treasury ships gold eagles for the 
gold and silver coin for the silver 
metal contained in tho bar. So, yon 
see, tho old battered 
wafsoh case, 


broken chain or out. of date orna- 
ment comes back in new coin of the 
realm. Over $200,000 worth, of gold 
:bars is annually sent froniChioago bro- 
kers in this way, and not one person in 
10,000 ever sees how the melting U 
done. Of coarse many gold coins are 
made into, jewelry aud in oourse of time 
are sent back (through our crucibles onoe 
more. This is on account of change of 
•tyle in gold ornaments of all kinds 
which is constantly-going on. Any 
profit? Oh, yes.

"Tocstisoi! course merely an abbrevi- 
ation foe "d«teotivo. " Much might be 
written about; "diok." It is pure Ro- 
many, connected, as every studont of 
that : attractive language knows, with 
the Sauikrit "drish" and the Hindoo- 
stance 'dekhuo," meaning "to see." 
But "daisios*' — being the slang term 
aud, 
as I shall show, the rhyming slang 


term for "lioots" — isagood specimen of 
a most singular pel-version of the English 
laiignagie, which is well, worth the at- 
tention of any one who cares about'lin- 
guistia oddities. 


Rhyriing slang is peonliar to England 


and, I believe, to Londou. The. French 
laugua^e, so rich iu slang, does not ad- 
mit of nuoh treatment. It is. of modern 
origin, and I doubt if any trace of it is 
to be found in the records, which are 
fairly plentiful, of the slang of last cen- 
tury. Nor do I recollect any instance of 
its appearance in the works of Dickens, 
Harriscu Ainswortu or Bnlwer Lyttou. 


Rbyrjiug slang expressions may bo 


divided into two classes — tho simple 
and tbj>' complex. The simple method 
consists in substituting for a word some 
other w 3rd or phrase which rhymes with 
it 
Noli^that every one is fteo to choose 


his owri rhymes.' TJsago has established 
certain rhyming slang equivalents for 
certain words, and, although no doubt 
new rhymes are always being intro- 
duced on trial, yet when one has become 
reoogui'.ed aa belonging to tho dialect 
it can never be dislodged. For instance, 
the rlryming slang for "a pocket" is 
"skyrocket, " and neither "lookot" nor 
"socket" would be tolerated. The eyes 
ore "uiinca pies;" tho ear aud the nose 
aro, 
oddly enough, tlie "frosty and 


clear" imdthe "Isuppose." How, when 
and why these particular rhymes were 
universally adopted will never be 
known. As Professor Dowden remarks 
iu connection with a very different sub- 
ject, '".Co the eyes of no diver amid tho 
wrecks of time will that curious talis- 
maugliiam." Who was "Charlie Pres- 
cott, " .whose uaiuo is immortalized as 
a synonym for "waistcoat!1" And why 
should coat aud trousers ha concealed 
•under such circumstances as "I'm 
sfloat" and "round tl;o "ousea?" 


Othe: examples of whatl have called 


the sim pie form of rhyming slang aro 
"cat a'ud mouse" (house), "elephant's 
trunk" (drunk), "ball and cow" (row), 
and "I'm so frisky" (whisky). Bnfc if I 
am asked how "daisies" can be the 
rhyming slang for "boots" I answer 
that wo have here au example of the 
second or complex form of the jargou, 
which tads its highest development iu 
tha mo iths of experts. Having got your 
rhyme — say, "skyrocket" for "pocket" 
— you lire permitted, within certain ill 
defined limits, to make your slang 
equiva lent shorter aud more occult by 
omitting the rhyming portion. .Thus 
"pocket" becomes "sky" and "daisy 
roots,'' thdeiinple. or first standard form 
for "boots," is contracted iiito "dai- 
sies ' ' Iu the same way no master of the 
laugnuge would ever give braudy or giu 
their primitive names, "Jack the dan- 
dy" or "Brian O'tynn. " The one IB 
always referred to as "Jaok," tho other 
as "Briau. " It will be seen that words 
treated in this way roust havo:o tend- 
ency, ia constaut use, to loss sight, as 
ii were, of their original forms and to 
beconid merged in the great mass of or- 
dinary prosaio slang; For instance, in 
aut 1, ncene 1, of "The Cotton King" 
somo one says that somebody has "a 
streak of blaok across tha chi'rvy. " An 
AdelpM audience knows, of oSnrse, that 
"chmy" means "face, " but the earlier 
form of the word, "obevy ohaao," be- 
ing now rarely if ever used, the rhym- 
ing original is probably known to few 
playgoers, and the word "chivvy" is 
thus -ill danger o{. -being left with no 
more poetry about It than. Is attached to 
such tjrms as "conk" or "boko, " the 
ardinaiy slang for uoso.

Bow They May Be Killed

The simplest way to pasteurize milk is 


to place it first in clean bottles. Then 
put the bottles iuto a large kettle or 
other metal receptacle. Pour cold water 
into the kettle until the water reaches 
tho level ot the milk in the bottles. 
Now close the month of each bottle 
with a ping of clenn vrhito cotton fiber. 
Heat tho kcrtlo .".mi uouteuts to 355 de- 
grees F. Thou remove trom the ilro and 
eovsr the -whole affair sungly with a 
wooleu c-lorh to Iteup from cooling at 
once. Leave half un hour, then take out 
the bottles and keep them in running 
water or in any cool place, leaving them 
ntill stopped with the ping of cotton. 


The flexible wooden stoppers ojwd 


with some kinds of patent, glass jara 
would answer in place of cotton, the 
object being to exclude air, dost and 
germs. Bu careful not to heat above 165 
degrees, or tSio milk will not taste qnite 
right. . - In practice it will be fonnd a 
good idea to make easier the circulation 
of the hot water by placing a wire 
frame an imdi or two in iioight in the 
kettle beneath the bottles.

For ship- 
ping milk long distances none of the 
methods, except .by icing, has been yet 
sufflcieutly tested to bo recommended.
